With these rec- 
ollectious extending back thirty years it was 
easy for the speaker to unite with all who be- 
lieved that the name of Oliver P. Morton de- 
served a lasting place in the memory of the 
people of the State of Indiana. The time would 
come when the statue designed to perpetuate 
— name would crumble and fall away, but 
the name and fame of Oliver P. Morton would 
still live in the indelible pages of his country’s 
history. 
ADDRESS OF EX-SECRETARY THOMPSON. 

The principal address of the occasion, occu- 
pying an hour and a half in its delivery, was 
«then made by ex-Secretary of the Navy Rich- 
ard W. Thompson, Morton's life-long friend. 
After alluding to the fidelity with which the 
sculptor bad transferred to marble the feat- 
ures of his subject, Mr. Thompson said: 

This occasion, while not suited for a repetition of 
the funereal obsequies which followed the death of 
Senator Morton, is eminently fit for a recital of his 
public life and character as developed at a critical 
period in the history of the Nation. Before enter- 
ing upon public life Mr. Morton was well and favor- 
ably known as a lawyer of more than ordinary 
ability. In 1856, when only 33 years of age, he de- 
came a candidate for Governor, being selected from 
among older and better-known men because of his 
marked ability and the views he was known to hold 
upon the subject of siavery and the en- 
croachments which the slaveholding interest was 
constantly striving to make upon the free Territo- 
ries of the United States. Altheugh defeated 
in his race for the Governorstip he estabd- 
lished a reputation ss an orutor and statesman 
and showed that the time was only delayed when 
he would be trusted with the executive affairs of 
the State. This time came four ycars later, he be- 
ing placed on the ticket with Henry 8. Lane for 
Lieuteuant-Governor and elected, his brilliant 
abilities as displayed in the canvans gaining bim 
hosts of friends and supporters. Shortiy after the 
election Gov. Lane was elected a member of the 
United States Senate, devolving upon Mr. Morton 
the office of Acting Governor. The first great Na- 
tional question which he was calied ppon in his 
new position to confront was that which soon 
plunged the country into civil war. The occasion 
put to the severest possibie test his fitness for the 
management of public affairs, aed his decision as 
to what was right was quickiy made. His resolve 
was to piace the State which he represented on the 
side of the Union in an unequivocal manner, and 
he at once placed himself ina position to be able 
to respond prowptly to acall for troops when it 
should be made. The morning of the day on which 
President Lincoln issued his proclamation an- 

ncing secession of seven 8 Gov. Mor- 
ton sent hima dispatch tendering 10.000 men for 
the p of the Union. He did not wait to see 
in what direction the tide of public sentiment 
woald run, but acted with decision and promptness 
upon his own convictions of what was right, justiy 
concluding that the hearts of the people would be 
in sympathy with auß man who believed in pre- 
serving the Union at agy cost. 

During all the exciting years of the War Gov. 
Morton was everywhere recognized as occupying a 
conspicuous place in the front ranks of Americen 
statesmen—as active in everything demandéd by 
“the crisis, as laggard ip nothing.

A BILL FOR ITS FORFRITURE TO BE 

Wasuinotron, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.)— 
The House Public Lands Committee has made 
good its promise to report an early forfeiture 
of the Texas Pacific and other land-grants. To- 
day the committee considered the arguments 
which have been made and unanimously voted 
to forfeit the grant of the Texas Pacific.

Wasurnoron, D. C., Jan, 15.—[Special.]—An 
attempt by the House Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors to rush through without debate 
the Senate bill appropriating $1,000,000 for the 
immediate purposes of the Mississippi River 
Commission provoked a very lively debate this 
afternoon. The discussion brought out one 


fact with startling clearness. The friends of 
the levee system, who have been trying for 
the last two or three years to . their 
real purpose by the ingenious use of language, 
threw off the cloak today and boldly an- 
nounced their determination that the Treas- 
ury of the National Government shail pay for 
the protection of the plantations and property 
owned by individuals in Arkansas, Louisiana, 
and other States bordering on the Lower Mis- 
sissippi. If their utterances on the tloor were 
not sufficient a bill favorably reported by the 
Committee on Mississippi Levees furnished 
whatever additional evidence might be re- 
quired. This bill, which was introduced by 
Mr. King, of Louisiana, only yesterday, and 
referred to his committee, was today favorably 
reported to the House. It directs the Secretary 
of War to cause the gaps in the levees of 
the eo pg River to be closed. After a 
long and lively .gebate in Committee of the 
Whole on the $1,000,000 bill, Mr. Willis, who bad 
charge of it, undertook to have general debate 
closed in order to pass the bill this afternoon, 
but the opponents of the measure wanted an 
opportunity to bring out some additional facts 
and the motion, and finally Willis 
agreed to give his opponents thirty minutes, re- 
serving ten minutes ior his friends.

THE SENATE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The report of the Select Committee of the 
Senate appointed in accordance with the reso- 
lution of Feb. 22 last to examine the works of 
improvement in | on the Missi pi 
River and the methods employed in making 
such improvements, and also the jetty system, 
was presented to the Senate today. 
mittee, which consisted of Senator Logan, 
Chairman; and Senators Jones of Nevada, 
Sawyer, Jonas, and Walker, met at Chicago 
Oct. 27. All were present except Senator 
Jones. It was decided to begin the work of in- 
vestigation at Rock Island, and testimony was 
accordingly taken at that piace, Burlington, 
Keokuk, Quincy, Alton, St. Louis, Cairo, Mem- 
phis, Helena, Greenville, Vicksburg, Lake Provi- 
dence, St. Joseph, Natchez, and New Orleans. In 
addition to this testimony the coinmittee reports 
that it was assisted in its investigation by the 
engineers in charge of the work in the various 
districts visited, who came on board the boat 
on which the committee made its trip of in- 
spection and pointed out and explained the 
features of the work under their control. Be- 
sides this the committee report having made 
landings at all points where important works 
were in progress or already completed, and 
having made a thorough examination of their 
character, extent, and value. The first part of 
the work of improvement treated by the com- 
mittee is that begun on the Mississippi between 
the St. Paul and the mouth of the Lllinois 
River. The report says: 

The system now in use on the river between the 
mouth of the Illinois and St. Paul with the modifi- 
cations ted by experience seems to be ade- 
quate for the improvement of navigation, and 
should, in the judgment of your committee, be

SHERMAN’S BILL. 

At the meeting of the Senate Finance 
mittee today Mr. Sherman proposed an impo 
tant amendment to his own bill, designed to 
meet the objection that the measure would 
base the amount of.circulation upon a fluctu- 
ating standard. He proposed to authorize 
Secretary to issue National-bank notes up to 
per cent Of the face value of 3 cent bonds 
deposited as security for circulation. Where 
higher-rate bonds were deposited, he proposed 
to compute the interest above 3 per cent and 
allow a circulation to the amount of 90 per cent 
of the interest over 8 per cent for 
the whole time such bonds havetorun. Thus, 
4 per cent bonds, baving twenty-three years to 
run, on being d ited as security for circula- 
tion, would entitle the bank depositing them to 
receive currency at the rate of 110.70 for each 
100 bond deposited, that being 90 per cent f 
the face value and 90 per cent additional 
all excess of interest over 3 per cent.

Mr. Ingalls said the prohibition was on the theory 
that the meats were unhealthy, and if proven to 
those Governments that no such cause existed the 
inhibition would doubtless be removed. What is 
needed is an authoritative declaration that the 
meats are sound. If the attempt was made in the 
spirit indicated by the Senator from Missouri 
(Mr. Vest) to inetitute a rigid system of 
inspection by Government officers appointed for 
the purpose at proper places it would have a salu- 
tary effect. He (Mr. Ingalls) could not believe 
that while the people of Germany and France were 
in need of our meats they were making groundless 
objections to their importation. All knew that the 
herds.of this coun were affected with pleuro- 
pneumonia, and it was impossible to tell by in- 
spection of the preserved product whether it came 
from a sound or diseased animal. If, as claimed, 
there were well authenticated cases in which in- 
jury had resulted from the use of our exported 
meats Mr. Ingalls thought the people of foreign 
countries had a right to protect themselves. 

Mr. Logan stated that four years had elapsed 
since the exclusion began, and if in that period we 
had not been able to convince those foreign coun- 
tries that we are able to send sound meats he 
would like to know how many years would be nec- 
essary to produce that conviction. .

He did not see why we 
should be so very mild mannered. For his part, 
while they exclude our sound meats he would ex- 
@ude their adulterated wines and other adulterated 
articles. There would be nothing unfair, improper, 
or contrary to sound policy in that.

When 
taken from the ruins the body was found to be 
burned almost beyond recognition, Her hus- 
band, who was in the baggage-car, was power- 
less to render her aid. He escaped with slight 
burns. George McCartney, the newsboy, who 
is badly burned about the face, head, and 
hands, will recover. McCartney could have es- 
caped without injury. He was nearly out 
of the car, when he heard the cries of Mrs. 
Fair, He attempted to help the woman out, 
but at the critical moment she lost ber pres- 
ence of mind and fainted. In order to save 
himself the young man jumped through the 
window and landed in a pool of burning oil. 
The death of Mrs. Katie Moran, of Alleu's, a 
small station near Aiken, was peculiarly sad.

CHARLES DELMONICO. 
HIS FUNERAL TO TAKE PLACE TOMORROW— 
HIS ESTATE, 

New York, Jan.,15.—[Special.]—The funeral 
of the late Charles Delmonico will take place 
Thursday afternoon. Private service will be 
held at the house, after which the body will be 
taken to St. Leo's Church, on Twenty-eighth 
street, where high mass will be celebrated. The 
property left by Mr. Delmonico is variously es- 
timated at from $1,500,000 to $3,000,000 by his 
friends. The income of the four restaurants is 
between $100,000 and $200,000.. In July of last 
year articles of incorporation were filed 
for the Delmonico Company. The capital 
stock of this company was fixed at $250,000, 
divided into 2,500 shares of $100 each, and the 
purpose is stated in the papers to be to pur- 
chase, lease, and operate hotels in this city and 
elsewhere. Charles Delmonico, Peter Towns- 
end Barlow, and James C. Hale were made 
trustees to manage the business of the new 
company for the first year, but no business has 
thus far been done, and none of the stock of 
the company has been issued. Mr. J. M. Morse 
said today, when asked about the Delmonico 
Company, that it was formed with the 
sole purpose of securing a charter to 
use the name of Delmonico. If the heirs 
now saw fit to sell the good will of the estate, 
say for a lalf-million dollars or so, the. com- 
pany might go on and engage in business, pos- 
sibly with a capital of $1,000,000.

The Passenger-Rate Wer Between 
Hastern and Western Roads 
Virtually Ended. 


A Western Complication in the Bur- 
ky City Agreement, 


Signs of War on Canadian and Northwest- 
House Ticket Office. 


End of the Passenger War Between 

Eastern and Western Roads. 

The war between the Alton and Rock Island 
and the Eastern trunk lines may be considered 
at an end. Vice-President McMullin, of the 
Alton, who has been in correspondence with 
Commissioner Fink and the General Managers 
of the trunk lines for several days past with a 


view of bringing the trouble to a satisfagtory 
conclusion, received a dispatch from Commis- 
sioner Fink last evening stating substantially 
that the proposition of the Alton and Rock 
Island of Jan. 3, as he understands it, virtually 
agrees with the trunk-line cigceular-letter of 
Deo. 10, and he therefore sees no reason why 
the trunk lines should not take steps at once to 
resume their former relations with the Alton 
and Rock Island. 

This, of course, means that the sale of tick- 
ets at trunk-line points via the Alton and Rock 
Island will at once be restored, and that all 
‘troubles arising from the late conflict will 
cease, as far as the trunk lines and these two 
roads are concerned. As soon as the trunk 
lines resume the sale of tickets over the Alton 
and Rock Island, which will probably be done 
today, the latter will abandon their offices on 
Broadway, N. Y., established for the purpose 
ot selling tickets over the West Shore, Lacka- 
wanna, and Grand Trunk, and also restore the 
rates from Kansas City to Eastern points.

Pink’s dispatch refers, is to the effect that the 
Alton and Rock Island offer to agree to pay no

The circular-letter of the trunk lines of Dec. 
10 above referred to asks assurances from the 
Western lines that they will not cut rates or 
pay commissions, rebates, or other remunera- 
tion to agents or brokers which will be used to 
cut rates at differential-fare points in the east 
on west bound business. It will be seen from 
this that there was no good reason in the first 
piace to continue the fight after the proposition 
of Jan. 3 had been made, and that Assistant- 
ner Pierson exceeded his authority 
when he refused that proposition and asked 
u ditiohal pledges. It is quite certain that if 
Commissioner Fink had taken hold of the mat- 
ter in the the trouble would have 
been settled long ago and all the complications 
and annoyances avoided. 

While the conflict between the Eastern and 
Western lines is virtualle at an end, there may 
yet be considerabie trouble among the West- 
ern roads themselves in consequence of the 
late complications. The Burlington refuses to 
take back its notice of withdrawal from the 
Kansas City agreement, as will be seen by the 
toliowing dispatch sent last evening to H. C. 
Orr, the agent of its Hannibal & St. Joe Line at 
Kansas City: 

The five days’ notice given by this company of 
withdrawal from the Kansas City agreement exe 
pires tomorrow, Jan. 16. As soon as the time 
elapses you will give forma! notice and withdraw 
your deposit. from which time we will no longer be 
bound by the agreement or subject to its fines and 
penalties. In the meantime, until further instruc- 
tions, you will maintain rates and limits as provid- 
ed in Missouri River rate-sheets, and take no steps 
that will lead to any disturbance in rates. 

The reason given by the Burlington e 
for taking this position is that the Rock 
and Alton continually violate the agreement 
whenever they find it to their advantage to do 
so. These roads, they say, violated the Kansas 
City agreement when they reduced the rates 
from Kansas City and points west thereof with- 
out gonsulting the other parties to the agree- 
ment. The Burlington did not propose to re- 
main party to the agreement to aid the Alton 
and Rock Island in their schemes and designs. 

The impression prevails, however, that the 
Burlington's action is not altogether due to the 
reason stated above, but because it expects a 
fight with the Rock Island and other trunk 
lines on account of the tripartite complications, 
and means to be free to act as it pleases at all 
points when the trouble begins without being 
tied up by agreement. Althoug the Burling- 
ton has instructed its agents to strictly main- 
tain the rates, yet it is hardly probable that the 
rates can be maintained for any lenth of time 
without the restoring influences of an ironclad 
agreement. It has heretofore been demon- 
strated that whenever thero was no agreement 
for maintaining rates at Kansas City the rates 
were badly slaughtered, and the same is sure 
to be the result this time if the Burlington does 
not recede from its position. 


A. Probable War on Canadian and 
Northwestern Emigrant Rates. 
A meeting of the representatives of the Cana- 
an and Northwestern roads interested in the 
grant business between Ontario points and 
Manitoba and the Northwest was held at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday. The following 
roads were represented: Grand Trunk, North- 
western, Michigan Central, Rock Island, Mil-

A large number have 
bid farewell to their new homes and lovated on 
the lines of the St. Paul & Manitoba, North- 
ern Pacific, and other roads where the 
climate is more agreeable, and where there is a 
better chance to earn aliving. This state of 
affairs compels the Canadian Pacific to make 
special efforts to secure & population along the 
line of its road, and it expects to accomplish 
this by offering emigrants a nominal rate. 
Without population along its line the road will 
be of little use, and must necessarily prove an 
unprofitable investment. It is hardly probable 
that the new move will prove of much benefit 
to the Canadian Pacific, as its competitors fur- 
ther south are determined to meet any rate the 
former may make.

VIGOROUS MESSAGE OF GOV. MURRAY. 
Saunt LAKE, Utah, Jan. 15.—Gov. Murray's 


message to the Utah Legislature is as follows: 


By a law of Congress approved March 22, 1882, 
this session of your honorable body is made one of 
extraordinary interest to the people of Utah and 
the country at large. The manner of conducting 
elections in the future is made dependent on the 
action we may take. It is my earnest desire that 
measures may be devised that shall meet the rea- 
sonable expectations of 


laws that shall, while covering the admitted local 
necessities of the Territory, be an assurance of 


our fidelity to the Nation and satisfy the exactions 


on questions on which Utah is regarded as not in 
harmony with other portions of our country. 
Whether we shall do so or not will depend upon 
you. With you will lie the measures looking to 
this result. 


ECCLESIASTICAL SUPREMACY. 


It has been charged before the country and Con- 
gress that the ecclesiastical power, held by many 
as sovereign, would not permit the Legislature to 
pass certain laws intended to be effected in har- 
mony with the National law. This is a fearful 
charge here in free America, especially in refer- 
ence ton Legisiature deriving its existence from 
Congress, and which is paid for its services by 
Congressional appropriations from public funds 
out of the National Treasury. To silence so grave 
a charge I will gladly codperate with you in passing 
laws that Will retire Utah affairs from the halis of 
Congress and forever bury out of sight the charge 

ecclesiastical power dictates the legislation 


tled at home, and settied on the busis suggested. I 
made an »ppeal to the last Legislature to pass the 
laws necessary to assignilate the Territory of Utah 
with the country as far as laws and business were 
concerned. It was my purpose to avoid the ne- 
cessity of Congress extending a correcting hund in 
the matter. The Legislature deemed that it must net 
act, whereupoa Congress promptly pussed the Eu- 
munds bill. By this law many citizens were denied 
the exercise of political privileges enjoyed by them, 
the election machinery was suspended, and the 
privileges excised by citizens of the Territory were 
delegated to other hands. This legisiation was the 
warning voice of the sovereignty of the Govern- 
ment of the United States. Men who see in the 
Government or in those who differ from them only 
an enemy are un . Such counsel followed to its 
conciusion means alienation. The present condi- 
tion of affairs cannot longer continue in safety 
either to the United States or the people of Utah. 
I know the difficulties in the way of many good 
people, and would that I might relieve them of 
their entanglements, burdens, and disabilities; but 
constitutiona! morality must prevail or the Nation 
mußt fall. Representatives of the people., you hold 
the future in your hands. Allow me to strengthen 
theni if right and ,to stay them if wrong. For the 
public good I ask the repeal of Chap. 6 of the com- 
piled laws of Utah because it gives unwarranted 
and dangerous powers to the greatest of church 
corporations; because the law pecting the es- 
tablishment of religion vests ecclesiastical courts 
with authority which may be exercised in the 
United States only by civil courts. Congress in an 
express statute approved July 1, 1862, disapproved 
it, yet the Legisiature of Utah re@nacted it in the 
compiled laws of 1876. A lawof the Territory hav- 


ing been disapproved by Congress should not be 


allowed to remain on the statute- books. 
A WIFE'S DOWER. 


Irepeat another recommendation made to the 
Legislature. Sheer justice demands the right of 
dower for wifehood. Unjust discrimination, un- 
rest, and untold suffering follow its denial. Every 
enlightened argument urges it. It is denied by no 
State or Tarritory except where something better 
is given. To confer the right of suffrage upon 
wives and deny them right of€iower is an anomaly. 
I earnestly urge that this right be no longer with- 
held from wives in this Territory. | 

POLYGAMY, BIGAMY, ETC. 

The fact that there are no laws upon our statute- 
books denouncing polygamy,. bigamy, adultery, 
fornication, incest, or illicit intercourse as public 
offenses I submit is not creditable to Utah. I trust 
the Legisiature will not fail to place the seal of 
condemnation upon these offenses. Congress in 
1862 passed an antl- polygamy act denouncing biga- 
my as an offense and prescribed a penaity. Charged 
with vivlation of this law George Reynolds, who 
hada plurality of wives taken in obedience to the 
sanction of ecclesiastical authority, was tried and 
convicted in the courts of Utah. The constitution- 
1 the act of Congress was the main issue aft- 
er 
case. Supreme Court of the United States in 
an elaborate decision declared the act constituuon- 
al and Reynolds paid the penalty of his transgres- 
sion. In the light of this pronounced constituuon- 
al law I submit to you, representatives of the péo- 


ple of Utah, that you would be cruel to those you 


represent in failing to pass fina) laws upon the sub- 
ject with effective measures for their execution. 
THE IMMIGRATION INIQUITY. 
I ask che repeal of the law incorporating the per- 


petual immigration fund, the repeal of all laws 


making escheats to this company, because by this 
law the whole system of immigration is placed un- 


der control of church authority, which is asubver- . 


sion of republican government, and because the 
laws respecting the establishment of religion are 
forbidden by the Federal Constitution because 
escheats may properly result only to the sovereign 
power. I recommend the establishment of a Bu- 
reau of Immigration entirely free from ecclesias- 
tical control, under the supervision of an officer of 
the Territorial Government. 

FREE SCHOOLS. 

Now is the time the Government should educate 
the children of Utah by the estublishment of pub- 
lie schools, free im every sense, to every child und 
non-sectarian in every particular. I do not re- 
gard the public schools of Utah as free schools. 
Many of them are maintained partly by tuition 
fees. This makes a class distinction. In 
a great majority of them sectarian tenets 
are taught and sectarian songs sung. This is mani- 
festly wrong where taxes are paid by those who 
are not willing to consent to sectarianism in public 
affairs. As the public schools should be free, so 
the school-houses should be disconnected from 


churches. 
MARRIAGE. 
should be made by law a civil compact, 
and should be entered into only by persons compe- 
tent to contract, and be valid only as between one 
manand one woman. Any other marriage under 
any circumstances should be declared void from 
the beginning. Should individuals, denominations, 
or associations desire to impose any other addi- 
tional requirements or solemnities upon civil con- 
tracts, they should be regarded religious obligations 
only, not to be enforced or annulled by process of 
civil law.

DEMOCRATS AND CIVIL SERVICE. 

It is evident that the Democrats are deter- 
mined to nip all civil-service reform in 
the bud which they see floating in the air. 
Judging from the Washington reports in sev- 
eral newspapers no less than three bills were 
introduced into the House of Representatives 
Monday for the repeal of the Civil-Service bill 
passed by the last Congress. One of these 
repeal bills is accredited to Judge Shaw, an 
old Bourbon Democrat of this State, now rep- 
resenting the Sixteenth Illinois District. He 
is reported as having spoken of the reform as 
% fraud and public delusion, and undemo- 
cratic in the extreme.” In andther account 
Mr. Halsell, Confederate member from the 
Third Kentucky District, is stated to be the 
author of a bill to repeal. the Civil-Service 
act, which was referred ta the Select Com- 
mittee on Reform of the Civil Service,” 
which has eight Democratic members out of 
the thirteen, and among them Barksdale, Who 
has given a pledge of his devotion to purity 
in politics by the methods he employed to 
curry Copiah County, Mississippi (where 
Matthews was murdered for voting the Re- 
‘publican ticket), which is in his district, A 
third bill aiming at the same p is said 
in still another account to have intro- 
duced by Mr. Clay, mossback Representative 
from the Second Kentucky District. It may 
be that other Democratic members have intro- 
duced similar bills which have not yet been 
reported by the press; if not there is no 
doubt that others will come forward to com- 
pete for the distinction of originating the re- 
peal of the law which was designed to break 
down the spoils system. | 

It is noteworthy that this flood of bills di- 
rected against civil-service reform is poured 
out upon Congress immediately after the re- 
jection by the Democratic caucus of the Ohio 
Legislature of Senator Pendleton, the author 
of the law passed in the last Congress. Pen- 
dleton's connection with this measure was the 
fundamental cause of his defeat in the effort 
to secure reélection to the Senate, Before 
he brought in his reform bill he was a con- 
spicuous aspirant for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President. From the moment his 
bill was passed he lost all the support and re- 
spect of his party. By introducing a bill 
which contemplated a distribution of the 
subordinate Government places according to 
personal qualifications and without regard to 
party allegiance he was a doomed ‘man polit- 
ically. He had placed himself in open an- 
tagonism to his party leaders on the enduring 


and vital issue—the spoils. It only needed 


some signal of authority to’ set the entire 
pack of Democratic politicians barking at his 
heels. The signal was given when the Dem- 
ocratic caucus of his own State Legislature 
repudiated him. It was intended that his 
rejection at home should be understood as a 
rebuke for the part he had taken in urging 
civil-service reform. In the course of an in- 
telligent review of the recent proceedings at 
Columbus a Well-informed correspondent has 
summed up the situation as follows:

The posses- 
sion of the offices and the reward of 100,000 
party blowers and strikers throughout the 
country constitute the one great incentive to 
Democratic effort in a Presidential campaign. 
The Democratic politicians despair of success. 
if the stimulant of the spoils be eliminated 
from the contest. The workers” demand 
the assurance that the Republicans shall be 
turned out bag and baggage, down to the 
very janitors and day-laborers, and that an 
army of half-starved and inexperienced men 
be put in their places. Democratic victory 
means death to civil-service reform in this 
country for long years to come; it means that 
individual merit, special preparation, faithful

CHICAGO'S GRAIN GLUT. 

Everything runs to gluts nowadays, and 
Chicago with its stores of grain is no exception. 
The arrival of 200 cars of cora in this city yes- 
terday by the Alton Road, for which there is 
no room in the elevator with which the tracks 
of that road connect, calls attention in the 
most forcible way to the enormous accumula- 
tion of grain here. Our storage capacity is 
nominally 26,000,000 bushels; we have in 
round numbers 20,000,000 bushels on hand, 
But the nominal capacity 
is considerably more than the real capacity. 
It is a practical impossibility to get the ele- 
vators theoretically full. The doors and in- 
lets and outlets cannot be boarded up and 
grain run in until it spillsover the top. The 
difficulty in finding places to put the corn of 
which we have spoken and the talk already 
heard of calling on the Direetors of the board 
to use their discretion to declare vessels and 
other irregular places regular as ware- 
houses prove that the limits of our capacity

That there have been shortages in the 
worl d’s crops of wheat and corn in Europe as 
well as in this country and Canada is indis- 
putable, and yet we see grain piling up in 
Liverpool, and New York, and Chicago, and 
no spur given to the demand by the lower 
prices that are being made. 

Is there too much wheat, as there is too 
much iron, wool, leather? Have the energy 
and the high prices of the last few years pro- 
duced a glut of wheat as of manufactures ? 
It is not in the United States alone that rail- 
roads are covering vast tracts. of new land 
with men and money. 
Argentine Confederation, and India are being 
supplied with new lines of transportation 
and are developing a capability of raising 
millions of bushels of surplus wheat. Is 
their competition destined to compel our 
farmers to readjust their prices? Our agri- 
culturists haye been making money out of 
the harvests of their new soil as if the prai- 
ries were oceans of gratuitous milk from 
which they could take the cream for the 
trouble of skimming. If it is possible to have 
too many transportation-factories und too 
many shoe-factories, may it not be possible 
to have too many wheat-factories? Are not 
the hard times now so prevalent over the 
industrial world greatly lessening the ability 
of the poor, who are the vast majority, to 
consume food with the appetite of their pros-

TAXES FOR SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. 
The Commissioner of Public Works has 
submitted to the Common Council a list of 
institutions, including a large number of sec- 
tarian schools, which are furnished with city 
water free; ig other words, are furnished 
with water by the taxpayers of the city, and 
to that extent in direct viclatim of the State 
Constitution. This list was referred to a 
committee, and will be reported back for 
action to the Council. The itemized list has 
already been printed in Tu Tripune, ag- 
gregating $6,129, of which these sectarian 
schools take $1,439 ont of the ) 
pockets, as follows: Catholie schools, Thir- 
teenth Ward, $226; Christian Brothers’ 
School, $10; Sisters’ School, Fifth Ward, 
$60; Catholic School, Fifth Ward, $20; 
Brothers’ Industrial School, $117; Sisters’ 
School, Sixth Ward, $166; Sacred Heart 
School, $24; Bohemian School, $49; St. 
Aloysius’ School, $45; St. Joseph’s School, 
$21; Holy Family School, Seventh Ward, 
$262; Holy Family School, Eighth Ward, 
$243 Forquer Street School, $67; St. Ste- 
phen’s School, $52; St. Patrick's Academy, 
$32; German Lutheran School, 810; and the 
Lutheran Free School, $46, The list shows 
that the taxpayers of this city are called 
upon to contribute $1,383 to Roman Catholic 
schools and $56 to Lutheran schools, which 
are established for the purpose of teaching 
religious dogmas in addition to their general 
The submitting of this report brings the 
free-water list into the hands of the Council, 
and the disposition which it makes of it will 
be in the nature of instructions to the Commis- 
sioner of Publie Works for the future. Unless 
Aldermen are prepared to infringe the State 
Constitution every one of these appropria- 
tions of public money must be struck out of 
the list. They are not only sectarian, but in 
many cases they are wealthy and high-priced 
institutions. Art. VIII., See. 3, of the State 
Constitution provides as follows: . | 


Neither the General Assembly nor any coun- 
ty, city, town, township, school district, or 
other public corporation shall ever make any 
appropriation or pay from any public fund 
whatever anything in aid of any church or seo- 
tarian pu or to help support or sustain 
any academy, seminary, college, uni- 
versity, or othér literary or scientific institu- 
tion controlied by any church or sectarian 
denomination whatever; nor shall any grant or 
donation of land, money, or other prop- 
erty ever be made by the State or any such 
corporation to any church or for any sectarian 
purpose 


The reading of this section could not have 
been more explicit if it had been drawn up 
with special reference to this particylar case, 
and no Alderman can vote to supply these 
sectarian schools with free water without 
violating it. | 

If the taxpayers of this city are A 
quired to furnish water free to sectari 
schools the next step will be a demand to 
furnish them with free fuel, and’ then with 
gas, and so on until they will be required to 
build school-houses and hire instructors for 
the teaching of sectarian dogma. This free 
water is only the first step, and when that is 
taken the others will naturally follow. The 
motion of Ald. Lyke to include the 
First Regiment was perfectly logical. If 
these schools are to have water free there is 
no reason why every other private school and 
academy, every armory and place of amugse- 
ment, every warehouse and depot should not.

Biennial Message of the Chief Executive of 
the State of Iowa. | . 


Has Made in Twenty Tears. |

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
The opening pages of the message contain 
the following paragraphs: 1 | 
„The State is practically fre m — 
ness of every — Since the last session 
of your honorable body the entire amount of 
our War obligations, which comprised bur total 
of debt, save as before mentioned, has been 
fully paid and the State discharged every mon- 
etary obligation. - 
The proposition to amend the fundamental 
law by a prohibition of the sale of intoxicants 
as a beverage having passed the several 8 
of lation prerequisit, was at last submit 
to the citizens of the State, and by them adopt- 
ed by. a decisive vote. Notwithstanding the 
people had so expressed their pleasure therein, 
and under our theories of government the 
court of the sovereign people is that of last and 
highest resort, and their decision had 
been evidenced through the proper 
t ent of the Gov- 
ernment, the amendment so adopted 
was attempted to be nullified by a codrdinate 
branch. Various opinions prevail as to such 
attempt and its binding force and effect; but 
one only can obtain as to the moral obligation 
resting upon the Representatives of the people 
in the General Assembly insuch an emergency. 
The duty remains to the law-making power 
that the principle thus adopted by the people 
must be voiced in proper statutory enact- 
ments; and I confidently trust that ere your 
session shall end the legal remedies will be pro- 
vided whereby the people may protect them- 
selves from further devastations caused by this 
unlawful traffic, destructive alike to present 
and future generations. 
Tour attention is respectfully directed to 
the question of impartial suffrage, in respect to 
which the Nineteenth General Assembly pro- 
— an amendment to the Constitution. 
bould this meet your approval, as preliminary 
to taking the judgment of the voters, I recom- 
mend that it be submitted at a special election, 
in order that it be freed from the influence of 
politics and thus receive an unpreju- 
diced vote of our citizens.

FINANCES. 
The Governor then exhibits the main feat- 
ures of the State financial rt for the last 
two years. The receipts have been $2,677,- 
812.14. The taxes were raised a half-mill by 
the Nineteenth Assembly, which increased the 
revenue nearly $300,000, The expenditures 
were $2,506,307.24. There is a balance in the 
Treasury of $171,504.90, as against $178,551.74 
at the last report. The State is in better fluan- 
cial condition than it has been for twenty 
years. Economy bas been practiced. The 
Auditor estimates that the next two State 
levies will bring in $2,482,600. There will be 
spent $1,918,820, leaving over half a million for 
miscellaneous and unforeseen aopropriation.

I am satisfied such a measure 
would be of incalculable benefit to the entire 
State. It would satisfy the people respecting 
the conduct of these officers, who are often 
cruelly attacked, when ah examination of their 
business would establish their integrity, but it 
is desirable ad well in self-protection of the 
officers themselves, who with such a settlement 
would be content and satistied.”’ | 


A GREAT INTEREST. 5 

The Governor wants an agrioultural bureau: 
„The chief employment of our people is agri- 
culture. Whatever can be done to augment 
this great interest, to add to its importance, 
and stimulate its growth is equally to the ad- 
vantage of the entire State. For this reason, 
realizing the vast and growing importance of 
this subject, I recommended two years since 
the organization of an agricultural department 
of the State Government, which, through its 
Secretary, could furnish correct information to 
the people respecting all matters connected 
with the subject, and almost without cost; and 
in addition thereto the facts as to the manu- 
facturing and mining development of the State. 


Jam still of the same opinion, and would re- 


joice if the General Assembly would give 
shape to the proposition in the enactment of. 
proper laws in respect thereof. All funds ex- 
pended in development of these interests would 
be money well invested, which would make

The Governor has no very marked opinion 
concerning this trying problem, but ventures 
to say this much: With a road tax-list of 
nearly a half million dollars, it does seem to 
me the general condition of the highways 
should be bettered. The law allows a large 
portion of the road tax to be paid in labor, and 
therein I think is much of the difficulty under 
which we are labo If this tax was all pay- 
able in money, as 1 believe it should be, the 
same in the hands of a competent Supervisor 
would accomplish much more than is now pos- 
sible, and better roads would be the result. 
Again, I incline to the opinion that it would be 
far better if we had but one Roadmaster in the 
township, who should be held responsible for 
the roads therein, and that he be appointed by 


| the Trustees and be accountable to them for his 
ofticial action.”’ 


TRANSPORTATION, 

On the subject of transportation the Goy- 
ernor says the accumulations of capital have 
come to be regarded as dangerous to the well 
being of the State. Railroad ma rs and 
owners are entitied to no more right than other 
people. The Railway Commissioners have al- 
ready saved the people large sums and should 
be invested with the power to enforce their 
own decisions.

CHICAGO & EVANSTON. 
‘THE SUIT TO RESTRAIN IT FROM BRIDGING THE 
NORTH BRANCH—SOME INTERESTING DENIALS. 
The 23d of October last Frank and Alice 
R. Perew, of Buffalo, N. Y., owners of the 
steamer John B. Lyon and the schooners J. M. 
Hutchinson, J. G. Masten, and E. J. Wells, 
filed a bill in the United States Circuit Court 
against the Chicago & EVanston Railroad Com- 
pany to prevent them from erecting their pro- 
posed bridge across the North Branch of the 
Chicago River. It was claimed that the bridge 
would render the passage of complainants’ ves- 
sels impossible; that the stream was a naviga- 
ble river and must be kept open, and that the 
railroad company had no authority from the. 
city to construct the bridge. In its answer 
the company claims it was legally incorporated 
in 1861, but admits it has received no 
authority from the Common Council to build 
abridge. It, however, averred it did not in- 
tend to build the bridge until the proper ordi- 
nance was passed. It denied that the bridge 
would obstruct the river, or that the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul had any interest in its 
road, or that it proposed to sell out to that 
road, and claimed the intention was to form a 
connection with the Chicago & Lake Superior 
Road and make an — ge line. A num- 
ber of affidavits were filed on both sides, and 
the case was argued by M. Ww.

THE COLEHOUR SIDE OF THE TRANSACTIONS 
‘LEADING UP TO ALLEGED HICKORY- 
STICK EPISODE.

cations for some time existing with regard to | 


the title to certain land in South Chicago, cul- 
minating in an attack by a Mrs. Landwitz upon 
Justice Jacob Bremer with a weapon in the 
shape of a stout hickory stick, in an effort to 
obtain the redress which she claimed the law 
and its officers, had refused her. According to 


the tract of which the Landwitz lots were a 
part, that gentleman in 1874 bought the land in 
Sec. 17 of the Canal & Dock Company, paying 
$10,000 in cash and giving his note for $30,000, 
secured by a trust deed, which contained a 
provision binding the company to release it by 
the acre as fust as the purchaser sold it. 

In November, 1875, Colehour sold at auction 
about eighty of the lots. The President and 
manager of the dock company was there and 
advised all present to purchase the lots, telling 
them they would make money by so doing, and 
that they should have releases. Shortly after- 
wards Colchour went with the purchasers and 
asked the company for releases, but was told 
that the secured paper bad been temporarily 
transferred tothe New York State Loan & 
Trust Company, and that as soon as the com- 


pany could get it back it would have every lot 


sold released. The company did not get the 
notes back as promised, and continued in diffi- 
culty. When Maj. Waite came into office as 
President of the company in 1876 an attempt 
was made to foreclose the trust deed, though 
no part of the notes was due, and the fore- 
closure, as Colehour claims, was absolutely 
void. He continued in possession of the 
land, however, except what he had sold 
in lots, and is in possession Still. 
When the dock company reorganized a short | 
time ago a new set of men came to the front. 
Last summer Colehour with the com- 
pany to have the lots as sold released—the old 
ones and those he might sell thereafter. In 
June, pursuant to this arrangement, Colehour 
paid the company over $2,300 in cash and notes 
the proceeds of sales of lots, including those 
of Mrs. Landwitz. The dock company has $200 
of her money, which he claims is more than 


the amount agreed upon by the company for | 


release of the same, the schedule, as made by 
the dock company with Colehour for releases, 
fixing the amount of these two lots at $77 each. 
Colehour has lived adjoining the land eight 
years with his family, and it would be singular, 
he claims, if the dock company should permit 
him to sell it if he had no right to do so; He 
denies the truth of the stick story, and as- 
serts that no purchaser has been put off of 
bis or her lot, that no attempt of that kind has 
been made, and that no one has lost or can lose 
a dollar on his or her investment. 

While the hickory stick may not have de- 
scended on Mr. Bremer Monday, Mrs. Lang- 
witz assaulted the Justice ofthe Peace yester- 
day morning with that sort of a weapon in the 
Fort Wayne Station at Colehour, driving him 
into the corner and belaboring him until he 
called for the police. An officer appeared and 
arrested the woman, who was taken to the po- 
lice station on a charge of assault and vi ase 
and released under slight bonds.
